A“ Frame-Up,” Says Borglum, 
Calls Mix Deeds’s Tool 


Gutzon Borglum gave out this state- 
ment in New York last night: 

“This scurrilous frame-up, which 
I charge it to be, has been in the 
hands of the Gavernment for months, 
and is now sprung when it has finally 
bécome evident that I shall insist and 
persist until the airplane failure is 
honestly and thoroughly investigated. 

“The charges by Mix, a confessed 
tool of Deeds, and Mix’s enginéer, 
are lies unreservedly, both in infer- 
ence and statement, as applied to me 
in anything I ever did directly or in- ]. 
directly that was improper in my ea-. 
‘pacity-as representative of the Presi- 
derit: _On the contrary, Mix sought 
my assistance to. help him -find in-. 
formed aeronautic. ability. and other 
aid that would enable him to produce 
or reproduce: a small plane he had in 
mind, and my efforts were to assist 
-him to.stimulate an interest in a pro- 
duction he had in mind. There is ab- 
solutely nothing else in this story.” 

Mr. Borglum. declined to add any- 
thing to this statement, saying: 

“We'll go into the rest tomorrow? 
After that I am going: back to Wash- 
ington to sit in the trenches -until 
this thing has been thoroughly aired 
from top to bottom. I am enlisted 
for the war,‘and T’llsee this thing 
through or go to hell—and you can 
put that in the paper, too.’’

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 10,—What 
amounted to, charges that Gutzon Borg- 
lum, the sculptor, sought to use for 
personal gain the commission given him 
‘in January by President Wilson ‘to in- 
quire into:the aircraft program, were 
laid before the Senate today by Senator 
Thomas of Colorado. -Documents were 
presented and read into the tecord 
which were intended to show that Mr. 
_ Borglum, while engaged on the inquiry 
intrusted to him, was dealing with a 
manufacturing concern with the purpose 
of forming an aircraft production com- 
pany that would receive assistance in 
getting. contracts. through Mr. Borg- 
lum's reputed standing with the White 
House. The.documents, which included 
sworn statements, letters, and _ tele- 
grams, come from the files of the 
Army Intelligence Office. 

The story in brief, from the view sug- 
gested by the documents presented to 
the Senate, is that Mr. Borglum became 
acquainted on a railroad train with 
Kenyon W. Mix, Jr., whose: father is 
gaid to be the controlling factor in the 
Dodge Manufacturing Company of 
Miskawaka, Ind., and subsequent meet- 
{ngs between them resulted in discus- 
sion about the formation of a company 
to ‘manufacture military airplanes for 
the Government. With Mr. Borglum at 
the time of the encounter on the train 
was Hugo C. Gibson, an engineer, as- 
sociated with.the British Munitions Min- 
fatry at its New York office, 120 Broad- 
Way. 

In a statement by Mr. Mix, which 
forms the principal documentary exhibit, 
Mr. Mix says that ‘‘ these two men inti- 
mated to me that they could produce de- 
signs for a plane that would -be faster 
than:the Albatross.” The Dodge Com- 
pany had the latest Albatross designs 
and was intending to build a machine of 
that type. 

Mr. Mix became interested, he saw 
Mr. Gibson in New York, and says that 
Mr. Gibson told him that Mr. Borglum 
iad confidential relations with the Gov- 
ernment which would be to the advari- 
tage of the Dodge concern as well as to 
themselves. That was in December. On

Special-to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, May , 10. —Congres- 
sional leaders, irrespective of party, are 
opposed to the passage of another rev- 
egue bill in this Session “ot Congress, 
despite the increases: in the estimates 


of the executive departments. These 
estimates have mounted, so; enormougly 
since Secretary of the Treasury McAdoo 
submitted his annual budget to Con- 
gress as to make imperative the rais— 
ing of at least $5,000,000,000 by early 
next year to meet the expenses of the 
Government, \ 

Leaders in financial legislatton in 
Congress. generally admit that’ the 
necesgity: exists for raising more money 
than- will ‘be’ provided “for. by the last 
revenue bill, just. going into complete 
aperation, and by the last loan and the 
fourth loan to be negotiated in the Fall. 
They, however, .cannot see that. any 
advantage will be gained by Congress 
passing another revenue bill this ses- 
sion, as the revenues to’ be raised by it 
would not be obtained’ by’ the Govern- 
ment until next year. 

On the other: hand théy say ‘the ap- 
propriations provided for the army, the 
navy, and the Shipping Board—repre- 
senting the greatest items of expendi- 
tures—will not be used’to a great ex- 
tent until toward the end of. the next 
fiscal year, in May or June. The argu- 
ment is made that with another loan 
sufficient money can be found to carry 
the Government until-early next year, 
by which time a new revenue bill can 
be enacted for the calendar year 1919. 

Democratic leaders are opposed to ad- 
ditional revenue legislation for .He fore- 
going reasons, and, Republican members 
of the Ways and Means Committee and 
the Senate Finance ,Committee| agsert

GERMANS ON DEFENSIVE? 


Berlin Reports the Repulse of 
Allied Attacks on Kemmel, 
Luce, and Avre Frorits. 


LONDON, May 10.—German artil- 
lery was particularly active today in 
the Vimy and Robecq sectors of the 
British - front and south of .Dicke- 
busch. North of Albert, where the 
British last evening recaptured the 
small section of the front trench 
taken by the Germans yesterday 
morning, there was local fighting to- 
day, says \tonight’s bulletin from 
Field Marshal Haig. 

Official reports from Berlin note a 
“ strong increase in the firing in the 
region of Mont Kemmel, on both 
sides of the -Luce and. on the. west 
bank of the ‘Avre, followed ‘by allied 


advances, which are said to have 
been repulsed, and announce, German 
successes of May. 8 in the Kemmel 
region, but fgnore:the Allies’ recovery 
‘of ground in‘this sector yesterday. 
Following is the text of the day re- 
port issued by the British War Office: 


The small portidn of our front trench’ 
northwest of Albert gained. by ,the 
enemy as a result of his attack yes- 
terday morning: was recaptured by. us 
during the evening by a counterat- 
tack. We took a few prisoners. 

The hostile artillery/was active last 
night in the Valleys of the Somme.and 

‘ Ancre, Rivers and at different points 
_on the Lys battlefront.

Berlin Says Allied Attacks Failed. 

BERLIN, May 10, (via:’London.)— 
The German official ‘communication 
issued today says: 


On the battlefront throughout the 
day there was lively artillery activity 
only in’ the, region of Mont Kemmel, 
on both sides of the Luce Brook, and 
on the western bank of the Avre. 

The strong increase in the firing in 
-these sectors was followed by enemy 
advances. During the repulse of these 
and* during lively reconnoitring ac- 
tivity we took a number of prisoners. 

In the evening and during the night © 
the artillery battle was frequently.re- 
vived between the Yser and the Oise. 
On the remainder of the front the 
fighting activity remained restricted 
to reconnoitring engagements. 

The supplementary official commu- 
nication issued by the War Office this 
evening says: 


An English local attack north of 
Albert was repulsed. A French ad- 
vance in the Apremont® Wood also 
failed. 


Records German Gain of Wednesday. 


Completely successful local attacks 
southwest of Ypres on Wednesday re- 
sulted in the capture of 675. prisoners, 
according to Thursday’s official state- 
ment from German’ General Head- 
quarters... German troops, it is added, 
took’ by storm strongly fortified posi- 
tions on a front of more than a mile. 
The statement reads: 


Between Ypres and Bailleul lively 
artillery activity continued throughout 
the day. 

Local attacks we made south of 
Dickebusch Lake were completely .suc- 
cessful. On the eastern bank of -the 
Vyverbeek, Rhineland ang Baden 
troop8 took by storm strongly fortified 
enemy positions over a width of two 
kilometers. Here apparently they ran 
into a French and British attack and 
dissipated its strength. The enemy’s 
attack Was only fully developed on 
both sides of the Renighelst-Kemmel 
road. It was repulsed, as were coun- 
terattacks against our newly captured 
Positions. We took 675 prisoners be- 
longing to six French and ‘two British 
divisions, which suffered heavy and 
sanguinary losses.

GRAVEST WAR PERIOD: NEAR 


Troops. May» Have to Give 
Ground, He Says, but the 
Spirit.of the People Is Firm. 


LONDON, May 10;-Speaking at. the 
annual meeting of the Primrose Leagie 
today, Earl Curzon, Government -leader 
in the House of Lords and member of 
the British War Council; defended the 
British. War Cabinet: The present Gov- 
ernment, he said, was predicted by some 
to be. doomed to a short existence. He 
continued : 


.““ We have: been told frequently during 
the last few. months: that. our..Govern- 
ment was:in weekly, if not dally, peril 
of having an end put to its ‘existence. 


b Against it only: yesterday was directed 


a lethal bl6w which somehow glanced 


off the target: 

‘‘The present is not a moment for 
prophecy. It is a moment for grappling 
with hard facts, because the military 
menace is greater than at any time 
during the last four years. It ‘may 
truthfully be said that the enemy is at 
our gates, and the hour of destiny is 
with us at this very afioment.” 

Earl Curzon said that he was thor- 
oughly astonished when he read in the 
newspapers proposals made by responsi- 
ble persons that the right thing to do at 
this emergency was to place Generals 
and Admirals inside the Cabinet.. The 
strange thing about this suggestion, he 
said, was that it was made by those 
who ‘“ ‘ahrieked about German mili- 

sm.”’ 

_o Let the Generals and Admirals,’’ he 
continued, ‘‘ attend Cabinet meetings as 
they do every day and advise Cabinet 
Ministers, but the moment a soldier ie 
placed in control of policy and adminis- 
tration the soldier is spoiled, and he 
does not improve administration. . The 
names of great soldiers have been used 
by party politicians. This is deplorable 
in the extreme, fatal to military gis- 
cipline and a dangerous form of con- 
tagion. Such a practice is extremely 
obnoxious to the army itself.’’ 

Earl Curzon said that mistakes might 
have been made, but ‘‘ since the present 
Government has been in office the. Em- 

pire has given forth a war. effort which 
has never been equalled in history. The 
position of England today is that she is 
at the moment the pillar - and - bulwark;

“If Lloyd George had fallen yester- 
day,” he said, “* the rejoicings would 
have been in Berlin, and not in London, 
Paris, Calcutta, or Montreal. .The coun 
try is sick of railings and wailings made 
under the shelter of the forms of dis- 
tinguished soldiers. The moment a 
country allows a military administration 
to assume the upper hand it is on the 
path that leads to disaster.’’

House of Commons was much more than 
a mere refutation of charges against 
the Ministry. It was a warning to snip- 


ers and sharpshooters to desist from 


those tactics and that the Commons had 
no sympathy with these manoeuvres.

We occupy a country almost as new 
to war as were the fields of Flanders in 
the Fall of 1914. A little over a month 
ago this was peaceful farming land, far 
behind the belligerent lines. Today its 
sprouting fields of early wheat and oats 
are untended and bearing their first 
harvest of shell craters. 

Tales of the Homeless. 

Hurriedly abandoned villages now oc- 
cupied by troops tell once more mute 
tales of the homeless. . Villagers, old 
men, old women, and children, have re- 
cently. fled, driving before them their 
cows and farm animals, even as they 
themselves have. been driven back’ by 
the rain of German shells. In their de- 
serted cottages remain fresh traces of 
their departures, and the ruthless sever- 
ing of home ‘ties generations old. 

On every hand are evidences of this 
return of a war of half movements. 
One day one may see a battery of light 
guns swinging into place by the road- 
side, see an observing officer mount by 
ladder to a.treetop and direct: the firing 
of numberless rounds into the rumbling 
east. And then, by the next morning, 
they will have gone - away—changed

After three and a half years of war, 
during the last two of which the sub- 
marine has played a not unimportant 


part, offensive action is being taken 
against. the bases of the undersea craft. 
Previous to the action against the Zee- 
brugge mole the only idea in combat- 
ing the U-boat peril‘ was defensive. It 
was limited as far as we know to de- 
fending the shipping by convoys, by 
arming the merchantmen, and by other 
defensive measures. There had been no 
attempt to reach the submarine in its 
nests. It was permitted to come out 
unmolested and roam at will, faith be- 
ing placed in restrictive operations after 
it had reached.the open. 

It is only fair to state that there have 
been two distinct schools on the matter 
of handling the submarine. One of them 
advocatéd going after them at home 
and destroying their bases by aerial tor- 
pedoes or other means. The other school 
took the: position that.to go after them 
with battleships was to court disaster; 
that it could not be done without taking 
the chance of destroying the entire fleet 
paricipating in the venture. 

. The problem which confronts the Brit- 
ish, in so far as the coast of Belgium is 
concerned, is simple in its essence, how- 
ever difficult the solution might have 
been and was. The Belgian céast, like 
that of Holland, is very shallow. There 
are many places, indeed, where within 
the three-mile limit the: water is so shale 
low that a submarine would rest on the 
bottom and could not be operated ex- 
cept as a surface craft. There were 
two points; however, where there were 
excellent harbors, deep, with ready ac- 
cess to the deeper water of the ocean. 
These were at Zeebrugge, the seaport of 
Bruges, with which’ the coast is con- 
hected by a long and deep canal, and 
Ostend: These had accordingly been 
turned into German suomarine bases, 








from which all of the operations against 
the Allies’. merchant ‘fleet were con- 
ducted. ‘ 

The British finally decided to attempt 
to close the entrance to these two ports, 
the entrance in both cases being very 
narrow, by sinking ships across them. 
The first of these enterprises was at 
Zeebrugge, and is now past history. Ap- 
parently it was in every way successful, 
as reports indicate that it has not yet 
been restored to use. In fact, the avi- 
ators of the Allies have been unusually 
active in preventing any repairs and 
other work incidental to the clearing of 
the mouth of the canal from proceeding. 

On Thursday night a similar action 
was carried out against Ostend, the only 
othér remaining partvavatiable for U- 
boat uses. The “British Admiralty, 
which it may be well-remembered is al- 
ways cautieus and conservative in its 
statements,announces that the attempt 
to close Ostend was a success. It ap- 
pears, then, that both of the bases on the 
Belgian coast have heen for the time 
being destroyed or impaired, and that 
the submarines may have to return all 
the way to Germany to be resupplied 
and repaired. This will-greatly reduce 
their efficiency. The efficiency of any 
craft, whether as a means of transpor- 
tation or for offensive operations, is in 
inverse proportion to the distance which 
it has to travel before reaching its desti- 
nation. This is an axiomatic fact. The 
British action has therefore taken a 
long stride toward impairing the ef- 
fectiveness of this particular kind of 
destruction. 

In the various areas of land operations 
there has been another day of relative 
quiet. The Germans are evidently still 
preparing for a renewal of their offen- 
sive, preferring to wait before again 
moving forward until all possible ad- 
vantages are in their favor. It.is a case

War Office, in summing up the week’s 
war developments today. ‘‘ It is equally 
certain that he will not discontinue his 
attacks in Flanders. 

“‘In considering the course of these 
battles if must always be remembered 
that the capture of any particular posi- 
tion is: not ‘a’ miaterial, factor. .: Mere 
geographical gains are not the main 
consideration. It is rather a question 
of staying power.

All the information that is at hand 
confirms the belief that the enemy has 
finished his preparations. The one out- 
standing fact is the stoppage. of all 
leave by the Germans and the sudden 
recall of all men now on leave. 

The reported presence on the Franco- 
British front of Field Marshal von 
Mackensen, the great German special- 
ist in sledgehammer assaults, is regard- 
ed as significant-evidence that the Ger- 
mans have in preparation a. blow of ex- 
ceptional importance. It is recalled 
that the German Emperor after the sig- 
nature of peace with Rumania. tele- 
graphed his gratitude that he’ was now 
being able to conclude a_ victorious 
peace with the Entente Powers and, and 
there is a strong belief that.on this oc- 
casion the enemy will throw in every 
available man in a desperate attempt 
to bring about a final and definite de- 
cision.

ALBERT OPERATION COSTLY. 
Germans Lost Heavily in Taking a 


Bit of Trench. _ 


WITH. THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, May 10, (Associated Press.)— 


The operation by which the British re- 
gained by counter-assault the portion of 
trench north of Albert, which the Ger- 
mans captured yesterday, while small, 
was important. The positions lay on 
high ground which had been hotly con- 
tested ever since the Germans stormed 
their way into Albert. ; 

The temporary success of the Germans 
cost them dearly, for they suffered 
Rouvite from the rifle and machine- 
fire which was poured into them as they 
advanced up the slopes. 

The operation -was undertaken at 
about daybreak, and soon afterward the 
enemy attempted to reach the British 
lines east of Bouzincourt, about 2,000 
yards to the north. Here also the British 
were holding defenses on high ground, 
which the invaders coveted because oc- 
cupation would give them a better po- 
sition to work from for another big at- 
| tack. 

The gray @ats advanced shouting 
“ Retire! ’’ in the hope of confusing the 
British. The defenders responded with 
such a grilling fire that the Germans 
acted on their cry and fell back, leav- 
ing many dead and wounded behind. 

The hostile artillery fire was heavy 
last night south of Arras. 

Air services on both sides were very 
active throughout the day, as conditions 
were ideal for observation. There was 
much bombing, and many engagements 
were fought in the air.

Infantry Know the Great Value of 
Gun Support, He Says.

Field Marshal Haig today expressed 
his deep appreciation of the services 
rendered by the artillery in the recent 
battle of the River Svuinme and River 
Lys.

RENE FONCK DOWNS 
6 GERMANS IN A DAY 


He Vanquishes the First Two in 
Ten Seconds and Gets a Third 
Five Minates Later. 


PARIS, May 10.—Six German. air- 
Planes were brought down yesterday by 
Sub-Lieutenant René Fonck, the War 
Office announces. The statement fol- 
lows: ; 


_“* eYsterday Lieutenant Fonck brought 
down six German biplanes in the course 
of two patrols. He downed the first 
two in ten seconds, the third five 
tninutes later, and the other three in 
the course of the second patrol.’’ 

Lieutenant. Fonck’s achievement of 
yesterday has never been equalled. He 
is the greatest French air battler since 
the death of Captain Guynemer. 

“TI am going to revenge Lieutenant 
Chaput,” declared Lieutenant Fonck 
before taking the air yesterday morning. 
Chaput, who had accounted for sixteen 
German machines, was killed last Tues- 
day. ,

FLAGS WAVED UNDER FIRE 


Daring Act’' Leads to- Eventual 
Safety of Party Escaping from 
Petrograd Menaced by Germans. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—An official 
account of the escape of Americans 
from -Petrograd through: the battlelines 
in Finland, received ‘here today, tells 
a story of privations, insults,’ and ter- 
rors suffered by the refugees before 
they reached -safety in Stockhotm. 

A 22-year-old girl, Miss . Ranta, a 
bookkeeper for the American Tobacco 
Company, was the heroine of the flight, 
even mounting the ramparts of” the

The refugees left Petrograd at a time 
of greatest terror in the city, when the 
Germans were’ approaching closer and 
‘closer and hostile airplanes were rain- 
ing death from the skies. Disastrous 
panics followed every bombing raid. Ar- 
riying at Tammerfors, the: Americans 
were put off the train because the food 
situation in Bjorneburg forbade their 
proceeding there. All baggage was lost 
en route to Tammerfors, and, to make 
matters worse, they were informed 
that the Req Guards desired no foreign 


population in Southern Finland, and 
that they should move on. 

Thereupon the refugees ‘concentrated 
at Helsingfors, where an fort was 
made to obtain safe conduct through the 
lines. The Red Guards declined to grant 

rmission, alleging that’ the . 
Bu ards had used the truce given to per- 
mit the British_Embassy train to pass 
and. advance on Tammerfors. In that 
predicament it. was decided ‘to station 
Americans at all places where there 
were avenues of escape, and daily re- 
ports were. to be made so that all might 
take advantage of any favorable op- 
portunity. 

The Americans who proceeded to Tam- 
merfors eventually received a special 
train from the Helsingfors authorities. 
But as the train was about to pull out, 
soldiers took possession. All baggage 


were arrested, because Tammerfors did 
not take orders from Helsingfors. They 
later were -allowed to proceed under 
uard of Red troops and eventually 
oined forces with other Americans at 
Bjorneburg, from where they went to 
Mentyloto, close to the battle line. 

From Mentyloto, Captain Crosley, Mr. 
Tyer, and iss Ranta. started in. a 
sleigh for the front. Captain Crosley 
mounted the breastworks with the Stars 
and Stripes, Mr. Tyer took. a flag of 
truce, and Miss Ranta acted as in- 
terpreter. When the firing ceased they 
walked between .the lines and were met 
by a volley, the White Guards believing 
their advance a ruse. None was hit, 
but Miss Ranta was taken prisoner, be- 
ing a Finn. A truce of six hours was 
a, ee vat —— sleighs from the 

rds Americans and 
their goods and omued them midway 
between the lines, where the White 
Guards picked them up. 

Miss Ranta, meanwhile, had discov- 
ered in the Commander in Chief of the 
Whites an old schoolmate, whom she de- 
manded ‘should allow the burial of many 
dead whom the refugees had. observed 
between the lines. he Reds claimed 
that the Whites had fired o Cross 
workers who .attempted to rescue the 
wounded, _ who had died.

He then 
asked me to make stggestions as‘to a 
new personnel for the Aircraft Board 
and to suggest such men as I thought 
would be able to carry through the 
program rapidly and efficiently. 

‘““At this point I became guspicious, 
not of Mr. Borglum’s methods, but of 
his ability to aid the country by work- 
ing along the lines he had suggested 
during the afternoon and evening con- 
ferences. ‘ . 

“It is a mystery to me why a man 
vested with this high authority, should 
make a confidant of me in matters of 
such extreme importznce and secrecy, 
and why he shouid desire my opinion, 
which must of necessity bea very weak 
one, upon the personnel of a new Air- 
craft Board. . 

“T decided something was radically 
wrong. The thought occurred to me 
that possibly this-man, through his 
friendship with the President, had ob- 
tained authority which makes him de- 
cidedly dangerous to the interests of 
the. count in that be. might remove 
from activity those people now respon- 
sible for the industrial -development of 
aircraft without a hope of substituting 
in their stead a new working force. 

“Tt occurred to me that much valuable 
time might be Jost; it further struck me 
that if he would take me into his con- 
fidence in this matter he might take 
others less cautious of their country’s 
interest, and he-might give wide pub- 
licity to the matters discussed with 
me, and that he might show to others 
his credentials from the President as 
evidence of his authority. 

“Such a method, to my mind, would 
be fatal, particularly if it became pub- 
lic property and through the medium 
of gossip our aircraft program became 
known to the enemy. 

“JT discussed this matter with Mr. 
Suplee, and stated to him on the con- 
clusion of that meeting that so far as 
the new company was concerned 
thought it best to drop all discussion of 
it, inasmuch ag Mr. Borglum did not 
have the designs to submit for construc- 
tion, but was probably relying upon his 
official powers to requisition and get 
certain information from the Govern- 
ment which could be turned over to the 
new company for* construction.

Borglum Urged Hig Own Inventions. 


The correspondence ‘produced by Sen- 
ator Thomas also included the follow- 
ing letter, showing that Borglum in Sep- 
tember was urging his airplane inven- 
tions upon the War Department:

It acts as a sta- 
bilizer, increases enormously the safety 
of the machine, and forms a powerful 
right and left control and protects any 
car, even the British narrow-bladed war 
machine or the swift, heavy Italian tri- 
planes, absolutely from any danger in 
alighting or making a landing. The 
brake responds instantly ‘to the*control 
Land controls instantly the plane, and 
enables the aviator to bring his car to 
any speed and sustain it without inter- 
fering with the engine, or, in other 
words, his —:

1917, Mr. Borglum wrote 
to Professor W. F. Durand, Chairman 
of the National Aeronautic Committee, 
that he, (Mr. Borglum,) after receiving 
a letter from Professor Alexander Kler- 
nin of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology regarding model tests, had 
sent smaller models to Boston than Pro- 
fessor Durand had first advised. He 
also told Professor Durand that unof- 
ficial tests had been ‘‘ most gratifying 
and exceedi my anticipations. 

In another letter to Professor Durand, 
dated Nov. 4, 1917, Mr. Borglum said: 
“The principles I hold are rather in 
opposition to the virtues of the present 
airplane period. I mean that I am mak- 
ing use of a definite p upon the air, 
and while I may require an increase in 
power, I get stability in such degree I 
believe I can affo to pay that small 
price for that great gain.’’ 

Dr. Durand replied to this letter that 
he could not give Mr. Borglum a plane 
because many other inventors were 
making the same request.

- We _were discussing what we 
had been doing in the smoking room 
of the car, when Mix, who was a total 
stranger to both of us, introduced him- 
self.

There was absolutely no 
suggestion that Mr. Borglum had any 
influence with the President. A few 
days later I received a letter from Mr. 
Mix, which, I believe, shows beyond

WASHINGTON, May 9. — Official 
French statistics on the submarine war- 
fare received here in a dispatch from 
France today showed that the total 
losses of allied and neutral ships, in- 
cluding those frdm accidents at sea, 
were approximately 60 per cent, as great 
during April this year as in April, 1917.

|WORK FOR JEWISH SOLDIERS 


Welfare’ Board Explains What Is 


Being Done Here and Abroad. 


A booklet has been published by the 
Jewish Welfare Board -of the. United 
States Army and Navy explaining the 
purpose of the work which it has under- 
taken among the Jews /in the training 
camps in this country and behind the 
lines in France. As the need to care 
for the physical and spiritual welfare of 
the Protestant and Roman Catholic 
troops was recognized by the Y. M. C. A. 
and the Knights of Columbus, so many 
prominent Jews recognized that the 
same need existed in regard to the 60}- 
000 Jews at present in the United States 
military service with the result that the 
Jewish Welfare Board was organized. 
The Jewish Welfare Board is planned to 
co-operate with the other welfare organ- 
izations, and seeks to take nothing from 
the scope of their usefulness. The state- 


ment says: 

“The board first of all recognizes that 
there is no idea in the work: undertaken 
of segregating the Jew from his Gentile 
brother in arms. The idea is to assist 


the Jewish youth in such a manner as 
shall enable him to most easily _harmon- 
ize with the conditions surrounding him, 
to fraternize. with his non-Jewish com- 
rades, to have better understanding of 
the point of view of those of other. be- 
liefs, and to in turn enable the non- 
Jew to have better understanding of 
him.”’ 


In explainin the way in which the 


work of the Jewish Welfare Board is 
carried out in the military training 
camps, it is stated that the country has 
been divided into sections, each of which 
is in charge of a traveling. field secre- 
tary, whose duty it is to circulate 
among the communities and camps, to 
organize work, and to supervise it. when 
established. In addition to the field 
secretaries are various workers who are 
employed directly,at the camps. them- 
selves. Great.care is taken to employ 
ersens adapted to the work, and for 
his purpose a special training school 
has been opened in this city to teach 
future secretaries their duties. It is 
cted that more than 200 secretaries 
will soon be in the field. 

In addition to the work in this coun- 
try the Jewish Welfare Board co- 
operating with British and French or- 
ganizations in Paris and back of the 
western front to care for the Jews in 
service abroad. Among other activities 
the bodrd is supplying books on 
sorts of topics to the soldiers. Colonel

board takes this occasion earnestly to 
request all persons faithfully to abide 
by its declaration of principles to gov- 
ern the relations between workers and 
employers, of date March 29, 1918, and 
proclaimed by the President in his proc- 
lamation of the 8th of April, 1918, to the 
end that all employes shall be retained

Company ts Held at 
Fault. 


Defective equipment of the crosatown 
¢ar of the Union Railways Company 
was the primary cause of the double 
collision on Thursday that resulted in 
the death of a passenger and the in- 
jury of a score of others at 145th Street, 
between Amisterdam and BHighth Ave- 
nues, District Attorney Swann an- 
nounced last night, at the conclusion of 
@ partial investigation. 

"At least two of the employes,’’ he 


} said, ‘‘ had known of the bad condition 


of the car a few hours preceding the 
collision,- and we believe it was also 
known to one or more officials of the 
road that the car was unfit for opera- 
tion, especially on a steep grade like 
that extending from Amsterdam to 
Highth Avenue. We have subpoenaed 
all of the responsible officials of the 
railway corhpany and the inquiry will 
be continued today in an effort to fix 
the responsibility for the disaster.” 

According to the traffic sheets and 
written records of the company the same 
car had twice before been the cause of 
collision. In these records, which were 
taken by the District Attorney, it was 
also shown that railway inspectors had 
twice reported the car windows broken, 
indicating other collisions or trouble in 
operation. ; : 

Here is the official record of the car 
as reported in the company’s books by 
inspectors: Nov. 9, 1917, ‘* disabled; *’ 
Dec. 20, ‘‘ disabled;’’ Dec. 21, 
lision;’’ Feb. 18, 1918, ‘* collision; ”’ 
March 18, ‘‘ taken from repair. shop; ’’ 
March 26, ‘*‘ returned to repair shop; ” 
March 29, ‘‘door circuit-wires out of 
order; '’ April 14, ‘* broken glass,’’ and 
April 17, ‘‘ broken glass.”’ 

‘The defective condition of the 
caused it to be known among the em- 
ployes as a ‘hoodoo,’”’’ said Assistant 
District Attorney Niner, who was as- 
sisted in the investigation by Assistant 
District Attorney Jacob Goldstein. ‘‘ Em- 
ployes shunned this car because of the 
difficulty they found in operatin 
Back in October, 1917, when employes 
complained so much about going on this 
car, the old number of it was 
changed to 108. Some of the employes, 
it seems, had figured the old number to 
be ‘ hoodoo 18.’ 

“The evidence thus far obtained tends 
to ‘show criminal negligence in 
operation of this car. It was out of 
repair, and this fact’ seems to have 
been known to the officials of the road, 
according to reports of inspectors in our 
possession. Despite’ this known con- 
dition the car was operated on the 
steepest and most dangerous grade of 
pthe railway system.” 

Pasquale Rocco, the motorman operat- 
ing it at the time of the accident, said 
the car ‘‘lunged ahead’’ when he 
turned off the power to reduce speed. 
He shouted to the woman conductor 
Miss .. Gertrude McCall, who applied 
emergency brakes and opened doors, 
which should have stopped the car 
automatically,

ocratic leaders will: propose that Con- 
gress adjourn early, about July 1, and 
return in an extra session after the No- 
vember elections to consider revenue 
matters. 

‘Representative Kitchin, expressing the 
views of his colleagues on the Ways 
and Means Committee, said after a con- 
ference with Senator Simmons today: 

‘“‘If Mr. McAdoo shows the Ways and 
Means Committee that there is an ab- 
solute necessity for a revenue bill this 
session the committee will take pleasure 
in framing and passing a bill. 

‘*In the opinion of several members of 
the committee who have given consider- 
able oor to the matter, it will be 
most difficult to show this necessity. 
From figures heretofore given, including 
bonds sold* and authorized and certifi- 
cates of indebtedness authorized to be 
issued, there wil be over $12,000,000,000 
available for expenditures from July 1 to 
January or February next. 


. Expects Extra Session. 


*“‘ The committee is, and has:been, un- 
der the impression that if-.another reve- 
nue measure is necessary the President 


would call another extra session of 
Congress in November.”’ 

Senator Simmons, taking the same po- 
sition and viewing the situation from a 
ob ha as well as a financial angle, 
said: . 

‘* No one doubts for a moment that we‘ 
must pass a War Revenue bill soon. 
But Mr..Kitchin and the House Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means and the 
Senate Committee on: Finance are 
agreed that: this is.not the time to do it, 
if it can be avoided. The general senti- 
ment of both houses agrees with that. 

‘‘Mr. Kitchin and I believe we can 
convince Secretary McAdoo when we 
see him that ‘by additional legislation 


we can avoid a tax bill. At any rate, 


d-we are not convinced:of the imperative 


necessity of it, and hence we are going 
to ask Mr. McAdoo to ‘ show us.’ 
“The revenue law passed last session 


dollars more than was at first expected 
of The last Liberty Loan also will 
produce about a billion more than was 
expected. This.will give the Treasury 
$2,000,000,000. At the rate we. are 
spending money now—about $500,000,000 
a month—that two billions would last 
four months, and. that could run over 
into next year. But if it is not enough, 
additional bonds could be issued, after 
those already authorized but not yet 
sold have been disposed of. We shall 
propose that course to Mr. McAdoo. 
‘*We are goers willing to have 
Congress go home soon and return in 
November, right after election, to ex- 
ite a tax bill.

Politics a Strong Factor. 


Members of Congress, especially mem- 
bers of the House facing re-election, 
have looked forward to an adjournmegt 
by the middle of July, so that they may 
return to their districts and begin cam- 
paigning. The injection of Secretary 
McAdoo’s demand for another revenue 
bill into the sit@ation has caused more 
dismay than anything that has hap- 
pened since the Government came into 
the hands of the Democratic Party. 
Many of the Democratic leaders say 
that conditions are noné too favorable 
for the re-election of a Democratic 
House, and the enactment of another 
revenue bill before the November elec- 
tion would be, certain to give the House 
to the Republicans and might reduce 
the Democratic lead in the Senate to a 
nominal majority. Politics is a strong 
factor now influencing the . leaders 
against the passage of a revenue Dill 
in this session. One leader said that if 
Mr. McAdoo insisted on immediate ac- 
tion an appeal would be made to the 
President to halt revenue legislation un- 
til an extra session in November. 

Representative Joseph W. Fordney, 
ranking Republican member of the Ways 
and Means Committee, said the Repub- 
licans were opposed to raising any more 
money by direct taxes and would fight 
another revenue bill in this session. 
peeking for the minority, he said: 

“ The publicans are opposed to an- 
other ‘revenue bill this session for two 
reasons: First, because we are now pay- 
ing more than any other nation in the 
world in direct taxes, and, secondly, be- 
cause there is no necessity to have more 
money this year. There is now about

tates Treasury, and we are taking 





about $5,000,000,000 of this in. taxes. To 
raise more money by direct taxation is 
going too far and is running in the face 
of the best poncer of taxation. We 
cannot tax the people of this generation 
for the entire cost of the war. In my 
opinion, the further cost of this war and 
other Government expenses must be 
raised by loans. 

“ There are some Democrats who urge 
that half of the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment and the war should be raised 
by taxation. We are now getting 35 

er cent, of the money or this war 
rom direct taxation. 8 represents 
the highest form of such: taxation of 
any nation. For instance, Great Britain 
obtains 25.7 per cent. of its revenues 
from direct taxes; Canada, 18.5; ce; 
11 per cent., and Italy, 9.1. 


Cites Civil War Taxation. 


“In the civil war for every dollar 
raised by direct taxation we borrowed 
$5.09, and we must follow_that principle 
now. I believe that the Democratic 
party will soon see the wisdom of get- 
ting the money necessary for the fur- 
ther expenses of this war from loans. 

“‘T cannot see any reason for passing 
a revenue bill this year. What good 
will it do? We cannot get the money 
until next June, and Congress could 
pass a revenue Dill next January to 
cover the calendar year. Why not wait 
and see whether we need more money? 

Representative Medill McCormack of 
Illinois said: 

‘“‘If it be true that Congress is to be 
asked for additional revenue legislation, 
the request will be characteristic of the 
want of foresight and preparedness 
which has marked our policy toward the 
war—before we entered it and since. 

“It is argued -by those who are, glad 
that we were helpless to fight that mili- 
tary preparation would have belied our 
pacific intentions. No such nonsense can 
be uttered in defense of our failure to 
make plans-for the financial support of 
our armies if we did enter e war. 
They could have been made in -priyate. 
We had no estimates of cost and no 
sound plan for raising revenue. The 
Treasury was responsible for the in- 
equitable scheme of taxation introduced 
in the House of Representatives at. the 
last session, and now, if it be true that

POPE ENJOINS PRAYER 
FOR PEACE ON JUNE 29 


He Urges the Whole World to 
'Placate the Divine Anger for 
Its Persistence in Sins. 








ROME, May 9.—A special prayer for 
the cessation of the evils tormenting 
humanity, to be used at mass on St. 
Peter’s Day, June 29, is urged by Pope 
Benedict in a special message addressed 
ta the whole world. 

‘The end of the fourth year ap- 
proaches since Europe has been in con- 
flagration,’’ says the message. “‘ Dur- 
ing this time the violence has never di- 
minished, but increased, so that we 
never have had moments of relief from 
ever-increasing ills and afflictions.’’ 

Continuing, the Pope says that in the 
discharge. of the ministry intrusted to 
him by Providence and animated by the 
charity of Jesus Christ, he has left 
nothing unattempted to remedy these 
afflictions. 

The Pontiff recalls the words, in sub- 
stance, of King Jehoshaphat,praying: 

‘“O Lord God of our fathers, art Thou 


not God in’ heaven? and rulest not 
thou over all the kingdom? * * * In 
Thine hand is there not power and 
might, so that none is able to with- 
stand Thee? * * * We will cry unto 
Thee in our affliction; then Thou wilt 
hear and help. * * * O our God, we 
know not what to do, but our eyes are

The bonds may be carried two or 
three months, in which event the in- 
vestor would receive interest at the rate 
of 4.20 per cent. for the second and 
third months, bringing the rate for the 
period of three months to 4 per cent. 
- Bonds calling for 100, 500, and 1,000 
francs will be placed at the disposition 
of the public on May 31. The purchase 
price will be 99.70, 498.50, and 997 francs, 
respectively.

PLAN AN'APPEAL TO VOTERS 


Committee ta dines Support ‘al Loyal 
Candidates for Congrese—Vall 
Assalis Captious Criticism. 


The Executive Commitee of the League 
for National Unity adopted 4 program 
yesterday for. the organization of a di- 
vision of the league to be composed of 
fathers, mothers, and other relatives of 
boys in the atmy and navy. The pur- 
pose of the ‘‘ Next of Kin’’ division is 
to serve as a connecting link between 
the forces abroad and the nation at 
home. When organized it is proposed 
that the ‘‘ Next of Kin” division of the 
league. shall keep the forces abroad in 
touch with the spirit of the nation and 
shall exert its power at home toward 
the suppression.of disloyalty, by calling 
the attention of Government authorities 
to the existence of disloyalty wherever 
it happens to appear. 

According to, the plans formulated yes- 
terday the ‘“‘ Next of Kin” will also be 
the ‘“‘ most potent material ’’ to develop 
into a fighting army for a ‘‘ win-the- 
war Congress,” irrespective of political 
affiliations, by preventing the election to 
Corigress of men ‘‘ who will obstruct and 
paralyze the arm of our Government in 
its crucial trial as the fathers and moth- 
ers of the boys who are. offering their 
lives to their country.”’ 

Ralph M. Easley, Chairman of the Ex- 
ecutive Council of the league, read a 
speech written for the occasion by Theo- 
dore N. Vail, who was unable to be 
present. Mr. Vail’s message appealing 
for support of the Government read in 
part as follows: 

‘““A united nation will prevent some, 
and make up for many, mistakes. It 
takes moré time and is more wearing to 
answer captious criticisms and make 
every act self-explanatory than all the 
rest of the responsibility combined, and 
takes the precious time and wears the 
mind that should be free to meet duty 
and responsibility. 

‘* Discuss freely if you will, but only 
on the basis ‘of full knowledge of every 
action, not on hearsay or prejudice. 
Criticise constructively, but do not criti- 
cise without knowledge or destructively. 
Always remember where responsibility 
lies and action must originate—that 
many-things which control cannot be 
kriown by all. In this way we can make 


our help and the help of all more effica- 
cious; in this way only can we win this 
war withoat increasing the sacrifice.

PURE DRINKING WATER ASSURED 

Governor WHITMAN. has signed the 
bill- creating the Mohansic Lake 
Reservation: from the territory upon 
which the State had planned to estab- 
lish institutions for the sick and delin- 
quent after the city had cleared that 
drainage district of the water supply 
of this city. It is remarkable what 
vitality the proposal to risk the pollu- 
tion of the city’s drinking water pos- 
sessed. .

Yet for, five years the pro- 
posal was pressed with approval after 
approval. by officials who. afterward 
reversed themselves. Even the Legis- 
lature repented and repealed the bill, 
but the repeal was vetoed by Governor 
GLYNN, upon the’ advice. of Health 
Commissioner GoLDwaTER: He and 
Mayor MYTcHEL were among those 
who reconsidered their hasty ap- 
proval, and by that time Mr. Wurt- 
man had become Governor. 

The substitution of park beauties 
for the defilements of a hospital sewer 
system is the happy ending for which 
the ‘city is indebted to the Governor. 
Work on the. public institutions was 
actually proceeding when he took 
office, but he stopped it pending the 
action of the Legislature, now revers- 
ing itself. “The city's obligation to the 
Governor is not small, for he acted 
against political ‘pressure from his 
own party, and success was not pos- 
sible without his signature. In fact, 
the bill would never have reached him 
except for the vigilance of the Mer- 
chants’ Association aroused by the ac- 
tivity of its Chairman on Pollution, 
Mr. HaTcx. It is now possible to dis- 
miss the displeasing subject. There 
seems no room for another chapter. 


“THE CANDID CORRESPONDENT. 
German poisons are~ many and 
subtle, but now and then they carry, 
their own antidote with them: How 
often has the painstaking work of spy, 
saboteur, or ‘propagandist been‘ disar+ 
ranged by the habit of keeping meticu- 
lously detaiied. records, so,that when 
one was arrested the others of the con- 
nection could be exposed or allowed to 
thrust their own heads into the noose! 
German journalism .has served. the 
rulers.of the nation with a sérvility 
hardly to ‘be matched elsewhere, but 
now and then it achieves a neiveté 
which goes a long way toward nullify- 
ing any influencé that it might have. 
Before the war this country was 
more maligned and misrepresented. in 
the German press than any other, ahd 
of late a great deal has been published 
about us among the enemy.

trays a carelessness that goes.a long 
way toward mollifying any. chagrin 
that might be felt at what they think 
ofus. And now comes Dr. G£orRG 
BARTHELME of the Kélnische Zeitung, 
a journalist whom Germans appear to 
regard as an authority on this coun- 
try. It will be remembered that just 
after we had broken relations with 
Germany Dr. BaRTHELME sent a wire- 
less message, ostensibly te his. paper, 
but apparently in reality to the Ger- 
man Government, which insisted that, 
despite its bluster, the American Govy- 
ernment really ‘did not mean to fight. 
“ From high sources, whose identity |- 
cannot:be disclosed,” Dr. BARTHELME 
was.“ urged, almost implored,” to tell 
the Germans that we wanted to talk it 
over, that we would rather do any- 
thing than go to war. 

That the “ high source ” In question 
was the President might have oc- 
curred to any one reading the dispatch 
and unacquainted with the methods: of 
German journalism.. As a matter of 
fact, Mr. BRYAN got the blame for it 
at the time, and now Dr. BaRTHELME, 
in his own story of the incident, lays 
it at the door of Mr. TumurTy.. It 
was Mr. WILson’s emotions as reflect- 
ed through his secretary that inspired 
the journalist of Cologne to tell his 
Government that’ he was urged and 
almost implored from the highest 
sources. : :

Neither 
then nor when actual annexation took 
place, ‘Germany bullying Russia in 
1908, did the Magyars and the Ger- 
mans of. Austria trust one another 
or consent to the real incorporation 
of the. two provinces in the Hapsburg 
Monarchy. Their administration was 
handed over to the Austro-Hungarian 
Ministry of Joint Finance, which 
accounted to neither Parliament, but 
to the joint Parliamentary Delegations. 
Thus Bosnia and Herzegovina, though 
made autonomous in 1909, may be 
said to be neither Austrian nor Hun- 
garian. Economically, most ‘of the 
time before the war, and by every 
means since it began, the Southern 
Slav regions of the monarchy, Aus- 
trian Dalmatia, Hungarian Croatia- 
Slavonia, Austro-Hungarian Bosnia- 
Herzegovina, have been systematical- 
ly oppressed. The Magyar minority 
in Hungary. has enough to do in keep- 
ing down the .Slav majority without 
adding to that majority. The tale of 
“Auntie Voss” seems fantastic in 
the extreme, but:there is no limit to 
Magyar afrogance, even on the edge 
of national ruin and. the collapse of 
the motley Empire and Kingdom.

A report made to 
the Federal De- 
partment of Labor 
presents: numérous 
reasons for disap- 
Pproval of the employment of women as 
conductors .of. street cars. While some 
of the reasons seem more than a little 
far-fetched, many of them have more 
or less of force. The women themselves, 
however,’ have made no complaints, 
which can be taken as _ indicating, 
though, of course, not as proving, that 
the work is neither seriously distasteful 
nor .seriously injurious. 

But the departmient’s investigator 
might have given more consideration 
than he seemingly did to the-fact that 
this enlargement of woman’s industrial 
domain has the large excuse that we are 
at war and that women of necessity 
must do not a little work which in peace 
we all prefer to have performed by men. 
The change probably will not be perma- 
nent. For one thing, the labor unions 
ean confidently be.expected to prevent 
that, if they can—and their influence is 
large—and for another thing, in the case 
of street cars they will have public 
sentiment on their side to an extent 
sufficient to help them regain this par- 
ticular monopoly. 

Women obviously are not as well 
fitted to be conductors as are men, or as 
competent to meet the occasional emer- 
gencies that confront the holders of 
these jobs. It is rather beside the point, 
however, to say that the hours are too 
long for women. For that:there is an- 
other -remedy than dismissal of the wo- 
men. There are other.ways, too, by 
which the conditions of the service could 
be readjusted to feminine capacity with- 
out decreasing its efficiency.

A Message from a Departing Mem- 
ber of the British War Mission. 


To the Pditor of The New York Times: 

On the eve of leaving this country 
after four months’ strenuous war serv- 
ice, I ask the hospitality of your col- 
umns to discharge my debt to the Amer- 
ican people who have welcomed me so 
kindly, listened with patience and con- 
sideration to. my message, and filled a 
war-weary heart with fresh courage, 
hope, and confidence for the future. 

Through the kindness of Mr. Hoover, 
who asked me to go out West to speak 
for his administration regarding the in- 
ternal conditions of England, I came in 
touch with all sorts of people, and was 
afforded a wonderful opportunity of 
grasping some of the problems which 
rerder the war tasks of the United 
Sites more delicate and difficult than 
thuse of any other country. Most of 
the misunderstandings which embitter 
life and render futile so much of human 
effort are based upon ignorance. I have 
in certain sections of this great country 
found considerable ignorance of Great 
Britain and her aims. 

Part of my business has been to try 
to remove. that ignorance. A further 
part of my business, when I get home, 
will be to inform my own people of the 
splendors of America’s heart, the quick- 
ening of her patriotic fire, and the 
deepening everywhere of her will to 
win. 

I have seen it grow of late like the 
matchless miracle of your blossoming 
Spring. ° ;

In other words, the paint- 
er, as well as the illustrator, or any 
other professional artist who is a loyal 
American, ig doing whatever he can to 
help win the war, and the less he talks 
about it the better.

SPICIOUS FIRE 
_ ‘SUPPLIES FOR 


Investigation Started Into $100,- 
000 Blaze in N. Y. Dock — 
Company Plant. 


. 

A fire, the origin of which is being 
investigated, started in three places in 
the new Baltic terminal of the New York 
Dock Company ‘at Columbia and Har- 
rison Streets on the South Brooklyn 
waterfront shortly after midnight this 
morning, and the greater part of a large 
shipment of aHied war supplies, valued 
at $100,000, was destroyed. Deputy Fire 
Chief O’Hara, who directed the work of 
the. apparatus and fireboats that re- 
sponded to three alarms of fire, said 
that, while he had been unable to learn 
the exact cause of the fire, a prelimi- 
nary investigation caused’ him to believe 
that it was started by an incendiary. 

The building was of brick construction 
and ran.about 600 feet from Columbia 
Street to the waterfront between Harri- 
son and Baltic Streets, and the firemen 
were able to pour streams into the 
building from four sides. Watchmen 
who were in the building said that the 
fire sprang up suddenly in three places 
near the waterfront side, and almost 
before they could turn in the alarm it 
had reached the middle of the building, 
after burning through burlap and other 
inflammable :materials. 

Police reserves from the Amity Street 
Station at once threw a cordon around 
the zone and the nearby warehouses at 
other piers, and all suspicious persons 
were questioned. No arrests Were made, 
and the police reported that no one had 
seen men running away from the fire. 

About twenty pieces of apparatus re- 
sponded on three alarms, and two fire- 
' boats were also summoned from the 
harbor. 


GERMAN FACTORIES IDLE. 


Textile Workers in Desperate Plight, 
Says Reichstag Deputy. 


AMSTERDAM, May 10.—Herr Kraet- 
zig, a Socialist member of the Reichs- 
tag, asserted in Wednesday's debate on 
the appropriations for-the Imperial] Eco- 
nomic Department that four-fifths of the 
textile industries of Germany were com- 
pletely -paralyzed and that the position 


of tne idle textile workers was rapidly 
growing desperate. 

He demanded that adequate provision 
be made for them, so as to keep skilled 
textile workers in readiness for a re- 
sumption of the industries after the war. 
At present, he said, they were being 
compelled to accept menial employment 
from the authorities at starvation 
wages. ' 

Herr Kraetzig also complained that at- 
tempts were being made by a small 
group of capitalists, with the knowledge 
of the Government, to monopolize the 
cellulose industry, which promised to be 
extremely important in the future. He 
attacked Dr. Karl Helfferich, formerly 
Vice Chancellor, saying that Helfferich 
had a mania for creating syndicates, 
which was fatal to industries and cal- 
culated especially to ruin the textile in- 
dustry. : 


BAKER NAMES PRESS AGENT. 


Will Centralize Distribution of In- 
formation to the Public. 


WASHINGTON, May 10.—Secretary 
Baker announced late today that he 
had appointed Marlen E. Pew of the 
Committee on Public Information as 
his personal press representative, ‘‘ for 
the purpose of centralizing the distri- 
button of information to the public 
with regard to the activities from the 
War Department.” 

The appointment of Mr. Pew marks 
the beginning of Secretary Baker’s new 
policy of handling publicity. Just what 
changes in existing practices there are 
to be has not been indicated, and it is 
understood various problems involved 
still are under discussion with General 
Pershing. In discussing Mr. Pew’s ap- 
pointment the Secretary said: : 

“He will have an office in the War 
Department, and will submit to me for 
decision all questions of policy with re- 
gard to-publicity. He will aiso submit 
all questions of military propriety to 
General Mclntyre before any informa- 
tion is given out, the publication of 
which might by any possibility give aid 
to the enemy or embarrass the military 
efforts of the Unitd States.’’

Their Propaganda Must Be Over-. 
come If Russian Resources Are 
to be Kept from Germany. 


Just as the French are looking to 
America to reconstruct their devastated 
lands, the Russians are depending upon 
us to lift them out of their present : 
chaotic state, and much encouragement 
and help must be given to the millions of! 
people in that country if they are to be. 
restored to a place of trust among the 
important nations of the world, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Florence Harper, : ‘Canadian, 


who was in Russia during the most 
— days of the revolution. ‘Mrs. 

arper has come to this country to im- 
press upon the people of the United 
States the importance of aiding, the 
chaotic nation, and will soon return, 
hoping to carry with her a message of 
courage frem Americans. For several 
months she nursed the wounded at what 
was formerly the Czar’s Hospital, and 
she also ministered to wounded soldiers 
along the different fronts. 

‘Since returning from Russia many 
persons have asked me if I considered 
the situation of Russia hopeless,’’ said 
Mrs. Harper, who is my ag tne, at the 
Holland House. ‘‘ When I reply‘that it 
is far from hopeless, they always seem 
astonished and ask me what'tcan be 
done to help Rusgia and improve our 
own situation in doing so. : 

“One thing that Russia needs above 
all others at the present. time is the 
help, sympathy, and moral backing not 
only of President Wilson, but every 
man, woman, and child in America. 

‘Russia needs more than copies of 
the wonderful speeches of the Presi- 
dent, she needs the support of the whole 
nation. The only way Russia can be 
ape is by propaganda that is nation 
wide. The peasants and all those who 
are sincere in their Bolshéevist tenden- 
cies are suspicious of everything that 
comes either from the Government_or 
from the big industrial interests. The 
only way to overcome this is to show 
them that not only the capitalists, many 
_of whom are sincere in their desire to 
help, but every American, who is a 
real American, from Wall Street to the 
miners and farmers and the day la- 
poner: sympathizes and is willing to 





elp. 

‘It will take many men and much 
money and time, but no matter what 
the cost the result will be well worth 
it. It means the saving of the youngest 
democracy in the world and the win- 
ning ot the war. ‘There is no peace 
possible until Russia is organized. 
Russia today is at the mercy of Hun 
agents and the pernicious propaganda 
they have been spreading unchecked for 
the last year. ‘ 

‘*“Some patriotic Americans despise 
the use of weapons similar to those 
Germany used. I cannot understand 
why they feel that way. Germany used 
gas; we use it, too. As her guns be- 
came bigger, ours increased in size. 
Step by step we have had to fight her 
with her own weapons, and step by 
step *in Russia we will have to do the 
same thing. Germany used propaganda 
in Russia that worked well. We must 
use the same weapon, but instead of 
using a few well-paid agents we must 
go further. 

‘“‘The whole American Nation must be 
roused to the importance of the sur- 
reptitious occupation of Russia by 
‘Germany... The eatest treasure house 
in the world, with the richest market 
and untold resources, is.at the mercy of 
Germany’s agents, who are now prepar- 
mg the way for a commercial campaign

reamed of. No matter what the peace 

terms are this influence can only be 
counteracted by us. No peace terms can 
prevent the underhand exploitations of 
Russia such as Germany is now plan- 
ning and_ undertaking. Month after 
month in Russia I could see the work 
that was being done by the agents of 
Berlin. Nothing was done to stop them. 
We despise their weapons and methods. 

‘“‘The time has come to use common 
sense; there is only one way to save 
Russian, and that is for the American 
Nation to rise as one man and say: ‘ We 
will send men over who will tell you 
the truth and we will show you what 
America is. If you need supplies we 
will give them to you. If you need 
money it is here: for you; don’t be 
afraid to take it. It is not the’ money 
of Wall Street, but a donation from 
every man, woman, and child in Amer- 
iea. -We do this to prove to you that 
you are our brothers. and have our 
support in your greatest struggle for 
freedom, the same fight that we fought 
ourselves 150 years dgo.’ .

Scottish - American and Once 
Rich Miner in the Morgue. 


The body of an‘ aged man, who was 
fond dead in a. lodging house at 4 
Chatham Square on Wednesday, was 
identified at the Morgue ‘yesterday as 
that. of Neil McDonald, a poet and 
essayist, who had once been editor of 
The Scottish-American. Mr. McDonald, 
who was. 75 -years old,’ had become 
wealthy. through mining operations in 
Canada, and during a -long residence 
there had been distinguished both for 
the, quality of his verse and as an au- 
thority on.Canadian political history. 

His parents back in Scotland had been 
wealthy, and after graduation from the 
University of Edinburgh the young man 
went to Canada, where mines yielded 
him a. large fortune. .Years ago he 
came to New York. Generosity and 
strong leaning to bohemianism ‘were his 
greatest faults his friends said -yester- 
cay, und these made steady inroads on 
his fortune until. at last it was com- 
pletely. dissipated. Mr. McDonald was 
wont to pass much of his time with the 
odd lots of humanity found on or near 
the Bowery, where his verses found 
many an applauding audience. 

A chance reference to the St. Andrew 
Society in a letter found among the 
dead man’s effects by Detective Calla- 
han of the Missing Persons Bureau, re- 
sulted in an identification by the Rev. 
Donald McDougall of the society, who 
gave the facts concerning Mr, »Mc- 
Donald’s life. A brother, it was learned, 
lives at Lethbridge, Alberta, Canada. 
He was notified. Mr. McDonald’s latest 
verses, ‘‘A Plea for Immortality,” will 
be published as a posthumous offering. 


DR. MARTIN FLEMING DEAD. 


Old New York: Physician Had a 
Notable Violin Collection. 


Dr. Martin Fleming, a member of the 
old school of New York physicians, re- 
tiring from active practice ten years 
ago, died on Thursday at his home, 36 
Jerome Street, East New York, in his 
seventy-second year. During his career 
Dr. Fleming practiced at 132 Lexington 
Avenue and later at 911 Park Avenue. 
His collection of violins, bows, violin 
music, and literature on the instrument 
was probably the most complete in the 
country. 

Dr. Fleming was born in Canada. He 
came here in his youth and attended St. 
John’s. College, Fordham University, a 
member of the class which numbered 
among its members Cardinal Farley and 
ex-Supreme Court Justice Morgan J: 
O’Brien. Dr. Fleming was a close friend 
and in later years attended the Car- 
dinal. He was graduated from the Col- 
lege of Physicians and Surgeons, and 
for many years was an attending phy- 
sician at Bellevue Hospital. 

During his practice he had been as- 
sociated with the late Dr. Edward Jane- 
way, father of the late Dr. Theodore C. 
Janeway. In his violin collection are 
many notable pieces, including a Ber- 
gonzi violin, a Tourte sapphire bow, 
and an Ernst bow made by Tourte, as 
well as a collection of rare books on 
the violin. Dr. Fleming was a member 
of the Academy of Medicine and the 
County Medical Society. He is survived 
by his wife, a brother, Dr. Edward 
Fleming of this city, and two sisters. 


KILLED IN NOSE DIVE. 


Cadet Myers Crashes to Earth Near 
Hicks Field, Texas. 


FORT WORTH, Tex., May 10.—Cadet 
Harry. J. Myers, .of Bucyrus, Ohio, 
crashed to instant death late today 
when he Iost control of his plane while 
making a spinning-nose dive from an 
altitude of 1,000 feet about two miles 
east of Hicks Fields, near here.

Some new methods about to be put 
into effect. by Dr. John A. Harriss, the 
Deputy Police Commissioner in charge 
of traffic, to remedy certain traffic eviis 
were explained by ‘him last night at a 
well attended meeting of the Highway 
Traffic Association of the State of New 


| York at the Automobile Club of Amer- 


ica. Dr. Harriss, in addition to outlin- 
ing the benefits which he believes his 
plan of an overhead structure on Sixth 
Avenue for through traffic from: For- 
tieth to Fifty-ninth Street will bring 
about, told of three other plans recently 
worked out to be put into operation 
within a few days. , 

One is directed to a regulation of 
vehicular traffic at night the For- 
ty-second Street theatre .district be- 
tween Broadway and Eighth Avenue. 
Special numbered cards have been pre- 
pared which will be given to automo- 
biles or carriages as tney arrive. at the 
theatre. After the performance the 
vehicles wiil be lined up in ups of 
ten in the order of their numbers, and 
between every ten private vehicles five 
taxicabs will be allowed. he. car own- 
ers will be notified as they leave the 
theatre that the group from 1 to 10 is 
ready. Then those who. wish taxicabs 
will be permitted to’ use the five cabs. 
Following them will come the second 
group of ten private vehicles, and so on 
to the end. 

The second plan is the pe card 
tem to simplify the work of. the traffic 
policeman. in issuing summonses for 
violations of traffic rules and to prevent 
his’ frequent attendance at court. for 
minor complaints. All car drivers will 
have cards with places for five punches. 
At the fifth punch the driver will 
arraigned in court. he can prove 
that he has not been greatly atefault he 
will receive another card, but when that 
is fully punched. ——— ten direlec- 
tions in all, application will be made to 
the Secretary of State for the cancella- 
tion of his chauffeur’s license as_ evi- 
dence that he is not a careful driver. 

The third plan will: relieve physicians 
from a summons for court appearance

the damage done by the conduct of the 
New York Postmaster. On March 12 
the editor of The Metropolitan wrote to 
Mr. Burleson, saying, among other 
things, ‘ You must remember that there 
are a great number of pacifists and pro- 
Germans in this country who would 
willingly put The Metropolitan Maga- 
zine out of business because it is the 
most strongly pro-Ally and anti-German 
publication in the country,’ calling at- 
tention to the fact that a statement 
attributed to the Solicitor General of the 
department was obviously not in ac- 
cord with the facts,.and that The Met- 
ropolitan could. not accept newspaper 
atatements without confirmation from 
the Postmaster General, and asking for 
a_ written statement from the Postmas- 
ter General in the matter. He has re- 
ceived no such statement,’ nor has any 
attempt been made by the Post Office 
Department to remedy the wrong it did 
by the Postmaster at New York. 

Says Advertiser Was Approachell. 

“At the same. time one of the ad- 
vertisers in the Metropolitan, E. M. 
Mansur of Floral Park, N. Y., received 
a letter from a man in Chicago sug- 
gesting that he withdraw his advertise- 
ment, because of the editorial in the 
Metropolitan Magazine. Mr. Mansur 
declined to withdraw it. On April 3 he 
notified the Metropolitan that a special 
agent of the United States Department 
of Justice, whose name, shield number 
and address he gave, (all of which I 
will give in my formal letter to the 
Senator.) called on him with copies of 
the letters of this Chicago man to him 
and of the replies and asked if Mr. 
Mansur had xopee advertising, and 
wanted to know if he was going on ad- 
vertising next year, and then if he were 
an American citizen. The last query 
taken in connection with the first two 
contained, of course, an implication that 
was in effect a threat. .This shows that 
the Department of Justice had knowl- 
edge of the attempt, and lent its official 
power to further it, unless the man in 
question had stolen the Mi gage agent’s 
shield which he possess and forged 
his name and address. The above facts 
Mr. Burleson cannot truthfully deny, 
and they absolutely demonstrate the 
exactness of my statement, so far as 
the Administration's effort to punish 
the publications which uphold the’ war 
but have told the truth about the Ad- 
ininistration’s failure to conduct the 
war efficiently. - ) 

‘*‘Now for the. second part of my 








statement. The prime example of feii- 
ure by the Administration to proceed 
against newspapers which opposed the 
war or attacked our allies or directly or 
indirectly aided Germany is afforded by 
a failure of the Administration to deal 
with Mr. Hearst’s papers as it has dealt 
with certain other papers. Mr. Hearst 
is a very wealthy man, reputed to be 
much more than a millionaire, ownin 

a dozen newspapers, more or less, an 

a half dozen magazines in ‘different 
parts: of the country. At the very .be- 
ginning of the war the Government pro- 
ceeded successfully against Tom at- 
son’s publication in Georgia. Yet Tom 
Watson had done nothing that was any- 
thing like as dangerous to this country 
and our allies and as helpful to Ger- 


‘many as Mr. Hearst had done. 
“‘Tt is interesting to remember that. 


the Administration had full warning 
about Hearst’s probable attitude by his 
previous. editorials attacking Germany’s 
foes and defending Germany. I have 
before me at the moment a copy of The 
New York American editorial of June 6, 
1915, signed by Mr. Hearst,himself, say- 
ing that we have no right to ask Ger- 
many to refrain from submarine war- 
fare against the commerce of her ene- 
mies and that the Lusitania was an 
English vessel and was properly a spoil 
of war, and that its destruetion by the 
German submarine was in accordance 
with the authorized and accepted rules 
of warfare. 

“ after we went into the war, on April 
11, 1917, Mr. Hearst wrote: ‘ Stripping 
our country of men, money, and food is 
a dangerous policy. Our earnest sug- 
gestion to the Congress is that it im- 

eratively refuse to permit the further 
draining of our food supplies and our 
military supplies to Europe. 


“Effort Against Our Ally.” 


“‘"This, of course, was equivalent to a 
demand that after going to war we 
should‘ turn around and help Germany 
more than if we had continued to remain 
neutral. On April 24, 1917, The New 
York American said: .‘ The painful truth 
is that we are being practically used as 
a mere reinforcement of England’s war- 
fare. and England’s future aggrandize- 
ment.’ This, of course, was an effort 
against our ally and an effort tu pander 
to anti-English Edn omed in the interest 
of our foes, and nothing else. On May 


17 it advocated our spending‘ all our|f{ 


money on preparing our army and navy 
here at. home ‘ and so compelling Ger- 
many if she wants to fight to come to 
us,’ which was, of course, equivalent to 
answering that we would render no did 
to defeat Germany until she had defeat- 
ed our allies and was prepared,to attack 
us single-handed, 

‘*On May 25 the same paper said of 
the efforts to float he Liberty Loan: 
‘If you want our food and wealth sent 
abroad to help suffering England, buy a 
Liberty bond, furnish the sinews of war. 
In view of Hearst’s continued ¢ffort to 
excite hatred between the United States 
and England, the implication of this 
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sentence cannot be mistaken.' In the 
very next sentence he subtly attempts 
to appeal to all men with a feeling of 
affection for Germany by intimating that 
whoever purchased a Liberty bond de- 
sired to see Germany not merely de- 
feated_but ‘dismembered.’ On July 27 
The New York American spoke of our 
soldiers being sent over ‘to be offered 
up in bloody sacrifice to the ambition 
of contending nations on forei battle- 
fields.’: On Nov. 22 it spoke of our ‘ in- 
terfering in Europe’s quarrels.’ It is 
absolutely impossible to reconcile the 
Government's action in  p ng 
against Tom Watson's paper with its 
failure to proceed against Mr. Hearst's 
papers on any theory that justice was 
ae done alike to the strong and to the 
‘All of these quotations and many 
others like them may be found in: recent 
issues of The New York Tribune. The 
Government had full notice about 
Hearst, becauset the Allies had. barred 
him from the. cable service, and only 
through the good offices of this Gov- 
ernment have these privileges just now 
been restored to Mr. earst. Mr. 
Hearst’s papers have upheld Mr. Baker, 
have apologized for e war program 
and have even denied such breakdowns 
as that in the aircraft program. It is 
true that since we entered the war Mr. 
Hearst has at various times issued 
editorials professing great . patriotic 
zeal, at: the very time when in. other 
editorials he was attacking the allies 
of America, England and Japan, in the 
most offensive way, and thereby doing 
his best to weaken the effect of our 
war against Germany and at the very 
time when he was upholding the: Rus- 
sian Bolshevists.

GET SAME WAGES AS MEN 


Manager Hedley Says 
Women May Even. Be Em- 
ployed as Motormen. 


' ething brought out by inquiries yes— 
‘Rerday at the New York Railway Com: 
. pany’s offices or of the women conduc- 

ters themselves seemed to verify the 
conclusions drawn by Benjamin Squires 
of the Bureau of Labor Statistics, pub- 
lished Thursday, that the women were 
doing unsuitable work that was likely 
to injure them permanently or that they 
were keeping down the wages of men. 

- Wrank Hedley, Vice President 

General. Manager of the Interboro 

Rapid Transit, said that the work was 

easier and much more congenial than 

many kinds of employment which 

‘women left to work for the railway com- 

pany; that they received an even more 

rigid physical examination than the 
men before they were employed; that 
there was every convenience for their 
health and comfort at the different sta- 
tions; that they were able to get off 
one, two or three days to rest if neces- 
®Sary; that their pay was the same as 
the men with the exception of certain 
bonuses for long service, and that there 

Were no complaints from the women. 

(Mr. Hedley said that the scarcity of 

men might make it necessary for the 

company to put women on the front 
end of the cars as motormen. 

Mrs. J. E. Barry, a conductor on one 
of the Broadway cars, ‘was one of the 
first women asked by a TiMes-reporter 
about the difficulties of the work. Mrs. 
Barry is not one of the younger girls 
and she. spoke with great decision. 


Bind the Work Healthful. 


“It’s a petted job,” said Mrs. Barry. 
*Z don’t know what the men make 
such a fuss about’ it for. I’ve been at 
work for a month and on thé cars with 
end doors before I came on to Broad- 
way. I wasn’t very well when I be- 
gan, but people tell me I am getting 
fat. It’s healthful work. There is no 
more reason why a woman shouldn’t 
stand on her feet’ than any one else. 
The women don’t have exercise enough, 
and if they had more they would have 
stronger children. I have to stand up 
every little while on’ these Broadway 
cars. Sitting all the time is not good 
for you; you don’t exercise your 
‘muscles. 

“If the weather ‘is cold it won’t do 
the women any harm if they put on 
warm clothes. Fresh air is good for 
them. ‘The hours are pretty long. If I 
go on at 121 get off at 12, that is, with 
the two hours’ layoff, and any woman 
can stand it if she has a good constitu- 
tion. As for going home at night, there 
is no trouble about that. I went around 
this city at all hours as a nurse for 
eight years and never had trouble. If 
g@ woman doesn’t expect she is going to 
be molested she, will not be.”’

READS OF HIS OWN DEATH. 


Plicher Hastens Home to Find His 
Funeral Had Taker Place. 

After he has read a collection of clip- 
pings from newspapers telling about his 
melancholy end, George Pilcher of Fiat- 
bush may take a day off and go down 
on Long Island to have a look at his 
grave. George is grateful for the fine 
funeral which was given to him, and 
wishes to extend his thanks to the faith- 
ful friends who, by their presence and 
otherwise, contributed ta make the 
obsequies a success. In justice to 
Pilcher, however, it should be said that 
he did not himself know that he was 
dead and buried until a few days ago. 
He was down South then, and when he 
heard of it he hastened back to Brook- 
lyn to learn how much truth there was 
in the report.

In February 
the body of a man was picked up on 
the beach at Fire Island, L. I. Both 
the dead man’s legs and one of his ey 
had been cut off. 

Reading of the finding of this body, 
members of the Pilcher family noticed 
that its description tallied exactly with 
that of George Pilcher. As they had 
not heard from him since his departure, 
they became alarmed and journeying 

out to Sayville identified the body as 
that of Pilcher. With 
relatives/and friends present there was 
a Masonic efuneral at Sayville, and the 
body was buried in a nearby wang wot 

While all this was going on up North, 
Pilcher was traveling through the 
Sunny South diligently pursuing his 
business ‘of building organs. few 
days ago he was in a North Carolina 
town when he encountered a friend 
from up home. The friend took just 
one look at erry =e turned pale and ran. 
With some _ difficulty, eorge over- 
hauled him. It was then that he 
learned that he was dead. Pilcher took 
the first train north, and there was not

STRAUS REPLIES TO MAYOR. 


Says Subway “Blunder” WIIl Save 
the City $439,000. 


Chairman Straus of the Public Service 
Commission wrote again to Mayor 
Hylan yesterday calling him to account 
for alleged misstatements. A few days 
ago the Mayor asked the commission 
why 1,000 lineal feet of ‘*‘ overhead sub- 
way structure” on the White Plains 
Avenue extension was being. removed 
and.who was ‘‘ responsible for the engi- 
neering blunder.’’ Mr. Straus said the 
Mayor had either been misinformed or 
was misinforming the public. The whole 
tenor of the Mayor's complaint, he said, 
seemed to have the ergorn4 of leading 
the public to believe that $100,000 of pub- 
lic money was being wasted because of 
the incompetence of the commission’s 
employes. 

“ Had you written to me for the 
facts,’’ wrote Mr. Straus, ‘‘in advance 
of your making an accusation without 
merit, I could have saved you from 
committing yourself to this error in giv- 
ing the press misleading information.” 

Mr. Straus explained at the structure 
referred to cost only and that 
a change in the origina iT was made 
because it was deemed wise to build a 
storage yard for both subway and ele- 
vated trains and to eliminate danger to 
life by: removing. a crossing at grade. 
Altogether, the change would save the 
city $489,000, Mr. Straus said, instead 
of 5 men a waste of $100,000. 

Mr. Straus told the Mayor a good deal 
of public money could ‘be saved if he 





‘| would promptly approve the modifica- 


tion of the rapid transit route through 
the Bushwick section of Brooklyn, 
which as been pendtas before the 
Board of Estimate for a long time.

DEMANDS ON JEWELERS. 
Government is Seeking Platinum, 


Iridium, and Palladium. 


Government requisitions covering plat- 
inum, iridium and paliadium, which hed 
been expected by the trade for the last 
two: or three months, following the is- 
suance of an order by the War Indus- 
tries Board, at that time requiring all 
stocks of unmanufactured metals to be 
held subject to Government call, were 
received by the trade here yesterday. 
With the actual requisition notice came 
an inventory sheet and several forms 
providing for waivers of one kind or 
another, Roughly, the letter accom- 
panyling the requisition shows that, un- 
der certain conditions, manufactured 
articles of‘ the ‘metals in question’ will 
not be taken over by the Government; 
that manufacturing jewelers. will be 
permitted, also under specified condi-| rock 
tions, to retain 25 per cent, of these 
metals that they now held, and that 
further releases of the metals will be 
considered by the War Industries Board 
if made on forms that will be supplied 
on request. 

The letter also asserts that jewelers 
are to submit, within thirty days of the 
receipt of the requisition, an estimate 
of the amounts of the metals in ques- 
tion included in manufactured articles 
upon which the labor has exceeded 20 
per cent. of the value of the metal. 
Failure to comply with the demands of 
the requisition renders the offender 
liable to seizure of his entire stocks of, 
these metals by the Federal authori- 
ties.’

Day of Violent Fluctuations Out 


of Proportion to Volume 
of. Business. 


Another of the double-jointed rever- 
sible markets, to which .the local cot- 
ton trade has apparently become par- 
tial, with some variations, which proved 
that all possibilities of novelty had not 
yet been exhausted, was staged at the 
ring of the New York Cotton Exchange 
yesterday. It was very largely a 
trader’s market, and the violence of the 
fluctuations was. consequently some- 
what out of proportion to the volume 
of business. 

The market opened triskly, on a con- 
tinuance of Thursday’s late buying, 
with quotations up from 3 to 12 points, 
and promptly advancing 10 to 20 points 
more. There was. a little flurry of 
realizing from the long side just here, 
but it did not last long, and. prices 
went up until they were from 90 to 101 
points, at the very top, higher than 
Thursday’s close. This was in the early 
afternoon, and as soon as it had reached 
this point the. market fell apart and 
receded as fast as it had advanced. By 
the time the closing gong. sounded, vir- 
tually all the gain had been lost, and 
though final quotations were still from 
19 to 27 pointe higher, except May, 
which was 3 lower, the tone of. the mar- 
ket was distinctly weak, 

The responsibility of ‘internal condi- 
tions for the upset was indicated by 
the fact, among~others, that perhaps 
the most bullish piece of news of the 
day—the definite statément that Ostend 
was closed. to the submarines—came 
just when prices were starting down- 
hill, and availed little or nothing to 
start them. In the early morning there 
was renewed pessimism regarding the 
Texas and Oklahoma crop, which in- 
duced active .siurt: covering against}: 


relatively few offerings. There were 
some May notices out, which were in 
comparatively little demand, but in the 
later months bidding was brisk. The 
effect of this condition, with the later 
decline, was, like the big, recent ‘de- 
clines, virtually to wipe out the pre- 
miums on.the near months. 

Then, when the mprkel turned soft, 
all the talk was of t surplus stock of 
cotton goods in New _ England, not 
taken up as ex ected by Government 
orders, ,of possible strikes in English 
-cotton ills over the new wage scale, 
and similar matters. Southern spot 
markets continued unaffected by any 
weakness here, rementng unchanged or 
50 points higher, some them doing a 
fair business on the rise.

CHANGES TAX REGULATIONS. 


Made Because of. Diversity of State 
Laws on Partnership. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—Owing to a 
diversity in the statutes of. different 
States in regard to limited partnerships, 
where some, like the Pennsylvania law, 
actually limit liability of partners, and 
others, like that of: New York, do not; 
and in both States partnership certifi- 
cates may be bought and sold like stock 
company shares, it has been necessary 
to-make an amendment of the income, 
excess. profits, and capital stock tax 
regulations. Internal Revenue Commis- 
sioner Roper announced today that 
hereafter his bureau would hold that 





limited partnerships of the Pennsylvania is 


type, with limited Hability of partners, 
are corporations or joint ‘stock compa- pfa#vo 
nies, while limited partnerships of the 


New York cf are partnerships. The 
text of the ruling follows: 

‘* Section 10 of the Income Tax act of 
Sept. 8, 1910, as amended, provides for 
a tax upon the net income of ‘ every 
corppration, joint stock .company, -or 
association or insurance company, or- 
ganises in the United States, no matter 

ow created or organized, but not in- 
cluding partnerships.’ Section-4 of the 
War Income Tax act of Oct. 3, 1017, and 
Section 407 of the Capital Stock Tax act 
of Sept. 8, 1916, contain langua simi- 
lar in effect. Section 200 of the War 
Excess. Profits Tax act of Oct. 3, 1917, 
specifying that when used therein, ‘ the 
term corporation includes joint stock 
companies or associations and insur- 
ance companies,’ provides for a tax 

‘upon the income of. nail corporation, 
partnership, or individual. 

“Article 62 of the income tax r 
lations classes limited partnerships as 
corporations for the purpose of the in- 
come tax and bin hi income. from the 
earnings of su partnerships to be 
treated lke divide ads on corporate 
stock. Article 2 of the excess profits 
tax regulations extends the term.‘ cor- 
poration * to include Hmited: partner- 
ships.

Such so-called limited partner- 
ships, offering Wore for limiting 
the Hability of all the members, provid- 
ing for the transferability of partner: | Cas 
ship shares, and capable of holding real 
estate and bringing: suit in the common 
name, are more truly corporations or 
Joist stock companies than ‘(partner- 


ps. 
‘But the regulations require revision 
with respect to limited partnerships of 
the type authorized by the. statutes of 
New York and of most of the States. 
Such limited partnerships, which cannot 
limit the Hability of the general. part- 
ners. although the special partners en- 
joy limited liability so long as they ob- 
serve the statutory conditions which are 
dissolved by the death or attempted 
transfer of the interest of a general 
partner and which cannot take real es- 
tate or sue in the partnership name, are 
so like common law partnerships as to 
render inadvisable the’. differentiation 
hitherto existing in the regulations. 
‘The same considerations apply to 

the classification of limited partnerships 
for the purpose.of the capital stock tax. 
It is immaterial that partnerships with 
limited liability of the Pennsylvania 
type may not issue stock. They have 
capital stock and the interests of the 
members are shares within the meaning 
of the ‘statute, stock certificates being 
mere evidences of ownership. 
“Therefore, for the purpose of the 
income tax, the war income tax, the 
excess profits tax, and the capital 
stock tax, limited partnerships of the 
Pennsylvania‘ type of partnership with 
limited lability are corporations or joint 
stock companies, and limited partner- 
ships ef the New.

Craig’s Letter of Protest. 


Controller Craig’s letter to the Sinking 
Fund Commission is as’ follows: 


To the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund: 

Gentlemen: At yesterday’s meeting of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund I op- 
posed immediate action upon the proposal 
to lease to the Pawtucket and New York 
Transportation Company part. of the pier 
at the foot of Bast Fifth Street, upon the 
ground that sufficient information was not 
before the commission with r t to the 
identity and financial responsibility of the 
Troposed lessee. The commission, how- 
ever, determined .1 pon immediate action, 
but, before voting, accepted an amendment 
offered by me to the communication» and 
reports submitted by the Commissioner and 
the Committee on Dock Leases of Water- 
front Property, so that a good and suffi- 
lent bond would be required from the 
lergyee in twice the amount of one P moo 8 
rent to secure the payment thereof, There- 
upon the Comuplasion, the Controller not 
voting, approved the lease. 

I had stated to the commission that I was 
awaiting information fram the Secretary 
of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
with respect to the !ncérporation and status 
of the proposed lessee, and that it had not 
been received. Such information was re- 
ceived by me at 9 A. M. today, and it ap-

The form of pier leases now made for- 
bids the assignment or subletting of a lease 
without the consent and approval of the 
Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, Such 
a provision is nullified if leases are made 
to corporations having a nominal capital 
because the entire aa stock of such a 
corporation can be sold to any one. This 
oe carry with it all the rights under the 
ease. 





At the next meeting of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund I intend to move that 
the approval of this lease be reconsidered 
and that the facts above referred to be 
placed of record, so that the policy may be 
determined definitely whether leases of this 
character are to be made hereafter. 

Some weeks ago a lease of Pier 69 to the 
Hudson Dock and Terminal: Corporation 
was approved after I had expressed my 
desire, in the face of ‘conditions ‘disclosed, 
to have the matter laid over. Under the 
plea of urgency, however, I did not per-

| Advertising Club Urges Suppression 
of Papers Using it. 


‘Dectaring that German language news- 
Papers and periodicals constitute a 
menace to the United States and a se- 
riouz obstacle to the successful’ prose; 
cution. of the war, the Advertising Club 
yesterday, through its Board of . Di- 
rectors, adopted resolutions urging thet 
the Government either supp: the of- 
fending publications or force them to 
print their contents in English. A copy 
of the resolutions will be sent to the 
President of the United States. and to 
the Senators and Representatives from 
New York. The resolutions say : - 

“The German-American pfess, pub- 
lished‘in the German language for. cir- 
culation among German readers in 
America, discourages the study and use 
of English by ‘residents of America and 
encourages the general use of an alien 
language. It tends to foster alien ideals 
instead of ideals of this nation, and 
provides a medium for the expression of 
disloyalty ‘by innuendo even under the 
strictest censership. In. our opinion this 
is a menace to the people of this coun- 
try and a serbous obstacle to the suc- 
cessful prosecution of the war for the 
establishment of those ideals. for, which 
we are fighting.’

CUT RUBBER IMPORT IN HALF 


Rubber Association Takes Account 
of the Scarcity of Tonnage. 


According to a plan outlined at the 
meeting of the War Service Committee 
of the Rubber Association of America at 
the Waldorf yesterday, imports of rub- 
ber will be restricted this year to 100,000 
tons, just half of last year’s figures. 
More than 550 rubber men from all 

arts of the country were present when 
PB Chaunce ne counsel of thé 
Bureau of rts of the War Trade 
Hoard at Was! ington, told of the great 
need for restricting imports, chiefly be- 
cause of lack of tonnage. 

The plan became effective on May 8 
and it will have a complete trial: veer 
three months. During that time onl 
25,000 tons of rubber will be receiv 
from Singapore, Batavia, and Ceylon. 
At these points, which are the largest 
sources of the world’s rubber supply, 
the export will be restricted by the 
Consular officials.

GETS $55,000 FOR INJURIES. 


Court Rules Rallroad Employes Can- 
not Assume Personal Risk. 


What is believed to be the largest ver- 
dict ever obtained in court for personal 
injuries received by a railroad employe 
was handed down by Justice Blackmar 
in the Appellate Division of the Second 
Department in Brooklyn yesterday in 
the case of Oscar Fried against the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Railroad. 
Fried is to receive $55,000. 

The decision also creates another: prec- 
edent in ruling that’ employes cannot 
assume personal risk and that carriers 
cannot have employes assume that risk 
for the purpose of avoiding Hability, un- 
der the Federal Employers’ Liability 
act. William Travers Jerome, counsel 
for the company, introduced a contract 
signed by Fried, releasing the company 
from. lability for accident or injury to 
himself. Apropos of this contract, Jus- 
tice Blackmar said: 

‘“‘The agreement is not a contract, for 
these three reasons, namely: First, it 
does. not purport .on its face to be a 
contract; second it is supported by no 
consideration, for it.is not a part of the 
plaintiff’s contract of.employment. 
plaintiff’s signature was obtained tong 
after he was employed; third, it is 
against public policy for an employing 
railroad company to contract with an 
employe to relieve itself from ability 
for negligence, imposed by law.’ 

Fried had both arms burned off when

his = while he was working on a 
tel ole: in the Mount Vernon 
yards Oot the railroad company in De- 
cember, 1918. The case has been tried 
three times.
